University Outreach seeks student ambassadors

University Outreach Services is 
looking forCSUS students interested 
in volunteering for Student Ambas- 
sadorships. In place since the Fall 
Semester 1995, the Student Ambas- 
sador program sends current CSUS 
students back to their hometown high 
schools as representatives of the uni- 
versity. 

“This is an opportunity for us to 
extend our outreach and recruiting 
efforts by having students return to 
their high schools and community 
colleges to speak to students there,” 
Debra Luff an Outreach Counselor at 
University Outreach Services said. 


Outreach Services already sends 
counselors to schools throughout its 
thirteen county service area, mostly 
in Northern California. Outreach 
sends counselors to high schools and 
community colleges to recruit pro- 
spective students and promote CSUS, 
but, said Luff, they can’t get out to as 
many schools as they’d like to due to 
the geographic enormity of the area 
CSUS services. 

Luff said Student Ambassadors 
are required to have a 2.56 GPA (a 
solid C plus) and go through a screen- 
ing process at Outreach Services. 
Students should not be intimidated 
by the application and screening pro- 
cess, Luff said. Prospective ambas- 
sadors need good public speaking 


Firefighters fuming over

A recent rash of false fire alarms at 
CSUS has pitted firefighters against 
the Facilities Management department 
in aconflict over who controls the keys 
to shut off a false alarm. 

While firefighters routinely report 
to the scene of a false alarm on campus, 
only Facilities Managementelectricians 
hold the keys to shut down the alarms. 
Some firefighters are now saying they. 
should be able to shut down the alarms 
once they determine the situation is not 
dangerous. 

Howard Harris, vice president of 
Facilities Management said he was not 
aware a problem existed. 


Captain David Clifton, who is in 
charge of Sacramento City Fire Station 
Number Eight— located across from 
the J Street entrance— said at most 
state buildings, the security officers do 
not have the appropriate keys for the 
fire department to gain access to the 
control room that runs the alarm sys- 
tem. 

“We then have to get a hold of 
somebody from maintenance to come 
and open the door,” Clifton said. “I 
remember one time we got an alarm 
call during a science fair at Sac State in 
the Science Building. It was a false 
alarm. The control room was down in 
the: basement. Security didn’t have a 
key, I didn’t have a key. Maintenance 
finally (came) with a. whole ring of 


skills and must know how to deal 
with groups of people. The program 
is open to all students, regardless of 
major or class. Luff said Outreach 
provides a training program for Stu- 
dent Ambassadors. 

Student Ambassadors answer 
questions about residence life, whata 
college classroom is like, and other 
student issues. Luff said ambassa- 
dors should give a “from the heart” 
type of presentation that includes the 
ups and downs of life at a big univer- 
sity. 

According to Luff, Outreach Ser- 
vices received just three applications 
during the ambassador program’ s first 
semester (all three were approved). 
So far, she has received about one 


keys and still didn’ thavea key to fit the 
door. We finally had to take off the 
door hinges to get the door open.” 

“Tf we’re (at the station), we go (to 
CSUS). If we’re not, station four goes 
and they don’t have a key either,” 
Clifton said. “There should be a stan- 
dardized key to get into these doors.” 

Harris said the fire department has 
every key they need to facilitate the 
performance of their duties on campus. 

“They re not supposed to be able to 
shutoff the alarms. That’ s thejob ofmy 
electricians,” Harris said. 

Clifton contends the locked doors 
are a hindrance. 

“What it (having keys) does is it 
facilitates us getting in there. There’s a 
procedure we go through when we get 


dozen applications for the current 
semester. The first meeting for am- 
bassadors will be held March 1, at 
University Outreach Services at3002 
Lassen Hall. Outreach Services will 
continue to accept applications on an 
open-ended basis. 

Though the response has not been 
overwhelming, Luff noted that Jun- 
iors responded particularly well dur- 
ing the program’s early stages. Luff 
foresees the number of applicants 
growing substantially within the next 
year, as more students become aware 
that the ambassador program exists. 

“This developed [from] an unmet 
need that the Outreach department 
saw; [It’s] a way to use students to 
promote the university,” Luff said.

Prop. 203 could 
add S9 million 
upgrade at CSUS 


Bond measure on March 27 ballot

A bond measure currently on the 
March ballot would allocate $9 mil- 
lion toward a campus wide telecom- 
munications upgrade at CSUS. But 
that amount falls short of the $29 
million that Associate. Vice Presi- 
dent for Administration, Telecom- 
munications Spencer Freund reported 
to the university was needed last 
month. 

Proposition 203 would only par- 
tially fund the system—which cur- 
rently is “not prepared to meet in- 
creasing demands, falls below CSU 
systemwide guidelines and is unable 
to meet current industry standards,” 
the report said. 

Freund said the university is not 
suffering acutely now—but the cur- 
rent system cannot handle tke fast- 
growing information technology used 


by faculty, staff and students. 

“Ts it crippling our operation? No, 
but we are on the cusp,” Freund said: 

Freund cited three independent 
reports—including the Master Plan, 
released Jan. 13 —in his summary. 

If it passes, funds raised from the 
measure will begin to be allocated in 
February 1998. Inthemeantime, cam- 
pus Officials are seeking alternative 
sources of funding to complete the 
project. 

Prop. 203 would pump $975 mil- 
lion into higher education and more 
than $2 billion into primary and sec- 
ondary schools in California. 

Sacramento State’s telecommu- 
nications Master Plan would upgrade 
virtually every phase of data, voice 
and video transmission on campus. It 
would expand access and under-

Angry construction 
workers rally at Capitol : 


Wilson urged not to tear down state wage law

Nearly 12,000 construction work- 
ers and their families rallied Wednes- 
day at the State Capitol urging Gov- 
ernor Pete Wilson not to abolish 


California’s 65-year-old prevailing 


wage law that determines pay for 
public works construction contracts. 

The rally, which was attended by 
many Democratic politicians, includ- 
ing Congressman Vic Fazio, Senate 
President pro tem Bill Lockyer, As- 
sembly Minority Leader Richard 
Katz, and Mayor Joe Serna, was one 
of the largest demonstrations by or- 
ganized labor since the heyday of 
Cesar Chavez and the United Farm 
Workers in the 1960s and ‘70s. 

At issue is what Gov. Wilson’s 
Department of Industrial Relations 
calls a modest change in the state’s 
prevailing wage regulations, contend- 
ing that the revision would save state 
and local governments $200 million 
a year and match California’s poli- 


cies with those of other states. 

The proposal has been vehemently 
opposed by a coalition of elected 
officials, labor unions, and private 
contractors who fear the end of pre- 


vailing wage laws will result in un-~ 


trained, undocumented, and out-of- 
state workers replacing experienced” 
ones. 

“Gutting prevailing wage laws 
will give a leg up to construction 
companies that hire undocumented 
workers and exploit them with low 
wages and no benefits,” said Bob 
Balgenorth, president of the State 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council of the Council of the AFL- 
CIO. “That’s bad for middle-class” 
construction worker families and 
everyone who uses California’s 
roads, bridges, freeways, and public 
buildings.” 

The rally’s success appeared to 
exceed the original expectations of 
organizers, as busloads of workers

ground connections, furnish data out- 


_ lets for various media in most class- 


rooms and offices, construct closets 
for cables and transmission equip- 
ment and install “terminal re- 
sources’’—the hardware between the 
transmission lines and the user work- 
stations, Freund said. 

Accounting for incremental fund- 
ing, the plan prioritizes pathway up- 
grades for the school’s major build- 
ings. None of the $9 million would 
be.spent on user equipment. 

To fund the remaining two-thirds 
of the estimated $29 million project, 
the university is mulling over both 
traditional and novel ideas, from 
CSUS Foundation grants to univer- 
sity-issued credit cards. 

Freund said he is not prepared to 
suggest user-fees at CSUS, as three 
other CSU campuses have instituted. 

Freund said he thinks Prop. 203 is 
likely to pass. 

“The people of California have 
been very receptive to [education 
spending] in the past, and we’re all 
hoping that they will vote so,” he 
said.

I should 
have realized when the arm was sev- 
ered from the rest of it that there was 
something funny about it.” 

Minot blamed poor lighting at the 
scene and at the morgue for the mis- 
take. 

This is the second time since the 
medical examiner’s office was es- 
tablished in the 1970s that a doll 
made it to the examining table, said a 
spokeswoman.

Mike Oldfield’s new CD “The 
Songs of Distant Earth,” is loosely 
based on sci-fi writer Arthur C. 
Clarke’s book of the same name. 
Clarke; who:also penned the: book 
*2001;:A space Odyssey”, wrote.an 
introduction of sorts in the CD liner 
notes. If you haven’t read any of 
Clarke’s books or seen “2001:Space 
Odyssey,” you can still enjoy this 
CD. My first reaction to listening to 
the music was “far out, man.” The 
music is spacey, soothing, and just 
plain cool. It’s difficult to label it, but 
itis sort ofa New Agey, Pink Floydish 
sound. 

On the other hand, if you have 
read the book, it will bring a new 
meaning to the CD. The humanoid 
that I am, I went to the library and 
checked out the book. I listened to 
the CD again, several times in fact,

Unfortunately, the interactive por- 
tion of Oldfield’s CD only plays on 
Macs. If your Mac doesn’t have 
Quicktime 2.0 or Sound Manager 


3.0, no fear, they are included on the « 


CD and can be installed onto your 
computer. The liner notes include 
tips on how to crack the code that 
ultimately allows you to enter the 
interactive portion of the CD. Al- 
though the graphics on this CD are 
awesome, and are comparable to the 
game Myst, don’t expect too much 
else. Once you’ ve clicked your way 





through Oldfield’s new world, that’s 
it. The CD also includes a full-length 
video which is again graphically 
awesome. 

Another enhanced CD from Re- 
prise Records comes from Toronto- 
based band the Barenaked Ladies. 
The CD, “Shoebox E.P.” contains 
two versions of the song “Shoebox” 
which appears on thegroup’s full- 
length album, “Born on A Pirate 
Ship.” Italso features two other songs, 
“If I Had A $1,000,000” from one of 
their earlier albums, and the previ- 
ously unreleased track, “Trust Me.” 

Never having heard the 
Barenaked Ladies, I was pretty im- 
pressed with the E.P. Ilike the songs, 
except for the bad attempt at a coun- 
try song “If I had a $1,000,000.” 
Which, I guess, leaves the other two 
songs that were decent. I don’t know 
if I’m ready to rush out and buy their 
new album, but I’d definitely like to 
hear more.

‘American Me’ takes viewers behind bars

The movie deals with a group of 
Chicano prisoners in a California 


prison. The story though could fit the 
white Aryan Brotherhood members 
or the Black Guerrilla Family mem- 
bers in the same prisons. A look is 
given into what might as well be a 
country thousands of miles away, 
even another planet for that matter. 
This world so foreign to our exist- 
ence, yet this world exists only a few 
miles from where we are right now 
and the same or similar activities and 
lifestyle the movie portrays go on 
right at this minute.

Travolta, Slater play with 
nukes in ‘Broken Arrow’

Action genre icon John Woo 
directs a primarily non-action cast 
of stars in Twentieth Century 
Fox’s “Broken Arrow.” The film 
title refers to the military name 
for losing an undetonated nuclear 
weapon. While Woo’s star ve- 
hicle is perhaps miscast in hopes 
of cultivating big box-office re- 
ceipts, the multitude of fiery ex- 
plosions and stylized violence 
makes “Broken Arrow” worth the 
seven dollar ticket price. 

The film stars John Travolta as 
a few-screws-loose Air Force 
major who, during a test flight 
over Utah which he pilots with 
co-star Christian Slater, decides 
to fake an accident in which the 
unknowing Slater is killed and 
the two nuclear bombs on board 
disappear. Travolta’s character, 
Major Vic Deakins, plans to re- 
trieve the bombs and then chal- 
lenges the U.S. Government with 
a proposition; either they transfer 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
over to him, or Deakins will deto- 
nate a bomb on a major U.S. city. 
An unforeseen contingency in the 


form of the survival of Slater’s 
Captain Riley Hale, however, pre- 
vents the plan from properly com- 
ing to fruition. 

Hale (Slater), along with a 
peppy Park Ranger played by 
Samantha Mathis, who previously 
appeared with Slater in 1990’s 
teen angst-ridden “Pump Up the 
Volume,” engages Deakins 
(Travolta) in a game of chase and 
get-chased, all the while passing 
the nukes back and forth. 

The film’s greatest credit is its 
action sequences, again a product 
of director John Woo. The Chi- 
nese born director/actor/writer/ 
producer, whose last American 
film was 1993’s Van Damme flick 
“Hard Target,” has made his mark 
in both Chinese and American 
cinema with his stylized action, 
bloody shoot-outs and creative 
fight-scenes. While Woo’s por- 
trayal of dramatic sequences and 
overall fluidity of films may ap- 
pear weak at times, as is evident 
in “Broken Arrow”, he makes up 
for it in over-the-top action se- 
quences. 

“Broken Arrow’s” script shines 
in several points, but overall fails 
to match the intensity of the ac- 


tion. I also had the feeling while 
watching the film that any military 
buff would groan at the liberty taken 
by the movie, but those of us who 
label helicopters and jets by their 
color shouldn’t be too bothered. 

Travolta, eager to prove his $21 
million per picture asking price, does 
only a mediocre job in portraying the 
military-officer-turned-psycho. 
Maybe I was simply caught up in all 
of the post-Pulp Fiction Travolta 
hype, but I expected more from him. 
Another miscast was Christian Slater 
as the hero of the film. 

While Slater may pass off in an 
action/comedy like 1992’s”Kuffs,” 
he doesn’t quite have the action-su- 
perstar in him to pull this movie off. 
Mathis was supposed to adda Sandra 
Bullock ala “Speed“ charm to the 
film, but the movie really would have 
lost nothing if she hadn’t been in it, 
An aptly suited role of one of 
Travolta’s meat-headed henchmen 
was filled by former NFL star Howie 
Long. Overall, while the major stars 
of the film are not really action stars, 
they do not detract from the film. 

I would recommend “Broken Ar- 
row” to action fans looking for a fun 
movie, but don’t expect to see 
Travolta shine or a top-notch thriller.

A closer look 


at Gerth’s 
evaluation 


Dear Editor: 

Inlight of the Hormet’s article, “Gerth 
getshighmarks from CSU review board,” 
and Chancellor Barry Munitz’s open let- 
ter praising Gerth and the team that evalu- 
ated him, I thought I’d share some infor- 
mation with the campus community that 
is not widely known. 

Firstly, and most importantly, when 
we read the results of the review team’s 
evaluation of Gerth, we need to consider 
the source. As Munitz states, “The team

was led by Dr. Eudora Pettigrew, Presi- 
dent of SUNY College at Old Westbury.” 
Does anyone know where or what type of 
college this is? Let me tell you. SUNY is 
a small, prestigious college on Long Is- 
land that caters to the elite class of the 
New England states. Considering that 
we are a large, financially struggling, 
commuter campus some 3,000 miles 
away, how could Dr. Pettigrew under- 
stand our university’s needs and the type 
of president needed to fulfill those needs? 
In truth, she couldn’t. So we must ask 
how she got the job of evaluating Gerth. 
The truth may surprise you. 

President Gerth was allowed to ap- 
point whomever he wanted to the post of 
head of the evaluation team; he was 
within his written rights when he did so 
and itis largely that right Itake issue with 
today. To continue, Gerth chose Dr. 
Pettigrew because the two of them have 
been friends for years. They have even 
traveled abroad together, mostnotably to 
Spain for a meeting of the International 
Association of University Presidents. I 
bring this point up because Dr. Pettigrew 
serves on the Board of the Association 
and she owes her appointment to that 
postto President Gerth. We should there- 
fore not be surprised that Dr. Pettigrew 
had nothing negative to report about her 
friend and that none of the negative input 
she received about Gerth (yes, there was 
a lot of it) ever saw the light of day. 

If the president is allowed to appoint 
a personal friend/sycophant to evaluate 
him, what is the point in doing so? Cer- 
tainly it was not to justify a raise in pay 
because Gerth got a large salary increase 
just prior to his evaluation (Gerth cur- 
tently makes $142,652 in salary in addi- 
tion to his housing allowance that pays 
his mortgage, car allowance, etc.) And 
since Dr. Pettigrew is obviously a biased 
evaluator, the purpose was not to gain a 
clear picture of Gerth’s effectiveness as 
president. Why should we pay to fly her out 
here and pay for her to stay for a week? 

I challenge Dr. Gerth and the Chan- 
cellor to run real evaluations in the fu- 
ture. Before we blindly tout Gerth’s 
fundraising capability (his primary role 
as president), let’s ask why CSU Sacra- 
mento students had to pull together to 
pass a sports referendum and now have 


to pay extra fees to save the football 
program that has been a part of our cam- 
pus for over 40 years and that Gerth 
wanted to cut to balance his budget. ~ 
Before we praise Gerth for his manage- 
Tial skills, let’s ask faculty and adminis- 
trators why they are discontented with’ 
his performance—and not bury the re- 
sponses this time—and why he can’t 
keep projects like the Infrastructure Up- 
grade from going so far over time and 
budgetary limits. And before we con- 
gratulate him on his public servitude, 
let’s not forget that he is paid very hand- 
somely (more than three full-time ten- 
ured faculty members combined). 

Again, Icall for objective evaluations 
and merit-based pay increases as a way 
to make our president, present and fu- 
ture, accountable for his/her performance.

politics, yet the 18-24-year-old vote 
is the most coveted among politi- 
cians.

story, although some of the characters 
havebeenchanged, aboutaChicano gang 
(so-called Mexican Mafia) in California 
prisons.Olmos plays the partofa Chicano 
prisoner named Santana, who while 
spending most of his adult life in prison, 
forms a gang. Soon the gang, through 
drug distribution and ruthlessly dealing 
with both the competition and their own 
members, grows to be so powerful that its 
influence and violent acts spill over into 
the streets of East Los Angeles. 

This movie is not for the faint- 
hearted. Violent murders and even ho- 
mosexual rape are shown in graphic, 
realistic detail as Santana and his gang 
climb to power. “American. Me” is 
more than justa violent gangster movie. 
The violence is based on the realities of 


\ prison life. Olmos uses it to deliver a 
message, which is slammed home. It’s 
a warning of what the inevitable end is 
for someone who gets caught up in that 
type of life. 

Through Santana’s eyes the audience 
is allowed to see the rabid racism that 
exists in the prison system. Not only are 
the prisoners divided along racial lines, 
but geographically as well, illustrated by _ 
the rivalry between the northern Califor- 
nia Chicano prisoners versus those from 
southem California. 

You may not like “American Me” 
and you may not approve of it, but one 


_thing is for sure: the viewer will walk 


away from it feeling differently about. 
many things. It’samust see for those who 
aren’t afraid of a little taste of reality, 
before they return back to the fantasies of 
the vast wasteland of their televisions.
